in the method of handling absen­ 
tee ballots that everybody who 
m ay have need of them in the 
coming August 
primaries 
and 
general election should pay a t­ 
tention to. 
All absentee ballots hereafter- 
must be secured from the county 
clerk at Benton. 
Persons physically unable to go 
to the polls may apply either in 
w riting or in person for an ab­ 
sentee ballot, but must designate 
w hether they want a Democratic 
or Republican ballot for the pri­ 
maries. 
Such absentee voters must also 
secure from his, or her doctor, an 
affidavit in writing attesting to 
the physical inability of the voter 
to go .o the polls. In addition, the 
absentee voter must have a no­ 
tary public witness his or her vot­ 
ing. A notary public, in Missouri, 
is not allowed to charge for this 
service. 
When an absentee ballot is ap­ 
plied for, the c o u n ty clerk will 
send by registered mail, a ballot 
and a special envelope in which 
to return the ballot. The ballot 
and the doctor’s affidavit m ust 
be sealed in the envelope provid­ 
ed and notarized before it is mail­ 
ed back to the county clerk. 
Waldman emphasized the nec­ 
essity of applying for the absen­ 
tee ballot at least 15 days before 
the election in order to have plen­ 
ty of time to follow the necessary 
procedure. Applications m ay be 
made anytime during the 30 days 
prior to the election. 
Ballots for individuals in the 
aim ed services m a y be made by 
any relative which has been de­ 
fined as meaning father, mother, 
or w if e . Servicemen’s wives must 
m ake applications themselves for 
ballots if they desire to vote.

Through the tireless ef­ 
forts of these M issourians, o v e r 
1800 acres of rough and rugged tim ­ 
berland, surrounding an old w ater 
mill site, known as G eneral P ersh­ 
ing's “ swim m ing hole” and play­ 
ground, were acquired. 
Recently, 
the Congress authorized the Am eri­ 
can Battle M onuments Commission 
to prepare plans and estim ates for 
the erection of a m em orial to Gen­ 
eral Pershing, and I strongly urg­ 
ed them to choose Pershing P ark 
as the site. I have been informally 
advised that this was considered at 
a recent m eeting of the Commis­ 
sion, together with a site in Lin­ 
coln, Nebr., w here G eneral Persh­ 
ing lived for 4 years. In view of the 
fact that m ore than one site was re- 
commended, and because General 
Pershing is a national figure, I un­ 
derstand that it w as decided to re­ 
commend the m onum ent be locat­ 
ed in Washington, D. C., if a suit­ 
able site can be found. 
I dc n o t 
agree with this line of thought, and 
my belief is am ply borne out by a 
great m any organizations, such as 
the American Legion, and private 
citizens who have urged that it be 
located in Laclede.
